‘lat the entrance to the pits at Worsley, 


capable of holding a number of spe- 
clally constructed barges and serving 
as a head for navigation. From pris 
hasin the barges entered the mine by 
means of an underground canal with 
two semi-circular arches or mouths, 
and moved for a mile right up to the 
different workings. Subsequently, the 
canal was extended for about six 
miles: and then branched out in dif- 
ferent directions with a total. length 
of nearly forty miles. Where the tun- 
nel passed through earth or coal, the 
arching was of brick work, but where 
it passed through rock it was simply 
hewn out. This underground passage- 
way, therefore, acted not only as a 
drain and water feeder for the canal 
itself, but also as a means of carrying 
the facilities of navigation to the very 
heart of the colleries. 

Worsley Basin lies at the base of 6 
sandstone cliff several hundred feet 
high, covered with luxuriant vegeta- 
*ion. The smaller aperture ig the 
mouth of a canal which runs for about 
a mile, and serves to prevent the con- 
gestion which would inevitably be 
caused by the entrance and egress of 
80 many barges passing through a sin- 
gle passage. The other archway is the 
entrance to a wider channel, which 
extends for several miles to Bolton, 
and from which other canals diverge 
in different directions. The barges 
were long and narrow, each holding 
about ten tons of coal, and were 
drawn along the tunnel by meang of 
staples fixed in the wall. When the

“Legging” is usually performed by 
two men, one on each side of the boat 
at the fore end, who lie down on their 
backs and push against the tunnel 
sides with their feet. If the tunnel 
is too wide to admit of their reaching 
the side wall with their feet from 
the boat's deck, 8 projecting 
over the boat's side, termed wings, are 
brought into use for them to Hie on 
When the roof of a tunnel Is low, one 
man can “leg” an empty boat lying 
down on the top of the cabin. 

“Legging is hard work, and it is 
difficult to realize that in former days 
it used to be performed by women 
as well as by men. At tunnels where 
the traffic is good, professional “leg- 
gers” are in attendance, who take 
their turn assisting boats through as 
required.

Douglas, although a foot 
shorter than Lincoln, was neverthe- 
less a trifie pompous and self-com- 
placent, but was nevertheless very 
affable with those he held as his 
equals and loved companionship in 
which he could shine. oth men on 
occasion had ridden horseback from 
Springfield to Quincy, although it 
was a journey of over 125 miles over 
virgin and villainous roads. For the 
January term of court the trip would 
be a colqg and trying one. When 
Douglas got into the Quincy House 
he would anchor himself to the bar 
and drink hot whiskies with local 
friends until he exhaled a genial 
steam. 

Lincoln usually retired early if pos- 
sible. 
came in with a bad cold the land- 
lady sent up a mixture of hot rum 
and molasses to his room. Lincoln 
asked for a tub of hot mustard water 
and sat with his feet in that and a 
big blanket pinned about his neck 


and his cold broken up. Young Mil- 
ler ig not absolutely certain that Lin- 
coln drank the rum, and never saw 
him take.a drink at the bar, although 
it was considered quite the regular 


It is not generally known that Lin- 
coln was once indicted by the 
grand jury. This was at Carthage, 
Hancock county, IIL, ang the indict- 
ment is still of record. The charges 
was rioting and grew out of a 
country disturbance in which a score 
or more were involved and which was 
practically laughed,out of court when 
it finally came up”for hearing. 

When Lincoln and Douglas en- 
gaged in their historic series of de- 
bates in 1858, Quincy was naturally 
the setting for one of them and a ten- 
ton boulder now marks the spot 
where the distinguished rivals crossed 
rhetorical blades. The newspapers in 
those times were bitterly partisan. 
The Herald was Democratic and at 
that period was edited by Austin 
Brooks, who commanded the most 
vitriolic pen in Iilinois. On the 
morning after the great debate, the 
Herald made no mention of Lincoln 
whatever, but a persual of the 
columns would indicate that Douglas 
was a king come to visit his bving 
people. It contained the Douglas 
speech in full, which in itself was 
quite a typographical . accomplish- 
ment in those days. The Quincy 
Whig, which was the rival paper, 
was just as bad the other way. It was 
all LAncoln and no Douglas. These 
circumstances must have created 
comment, for some days later the 
Herald dared the Whig to print the 
Douglas speech and agreed on its part 
to give that of Lincoln if the chal- 
lenge was accepted The strife con- 
tinued for some days and at length 
the Heral@ offered to print two of 
Lincoln's speeches if the Whig would 
reproduce one of Judge Douglas. This 
Was accepted and so it came to pass 
that two weeks after a memorable 
meeting these partisan papers printed 
the speeches of the other side—each 
loaning the other the type for the 
purpose. The series of debates made 
Douglas Senator, but the accruing 
fame made the Presidency possible 
for Lincoln, two years later. 

In Quincy, Lincoln was a frequent 
visitor at the home of Orville H. 
Browning. This was a stately and 
imposing mansion and wad renowned 
for its hospitality. Browning and 
Lincoln were great friends and the 
former afterward became Secretary 
of the Interior, but not until Lincoln 
had fallen and Johnson succeeded to 
the Presidency. Prior to that Brown- 
ing was of the kitchen Cabinet.

BRAHAM LINCOLN. + 

The body of Abraham Lincoln en- 
tered into the life of this earth one hun- 
dred and five years ago this day. Fifty-six 
years later he laid it aside and rejoined 
the company of the immortals. His birth 
cries were heard only within the walls of 


& prairie cabin. Princes and kings, gen- 
erals and statesmen, Senates and courts 
gave sympathetic ear to his death moans. 
He was mourned in palaces and parliament 
houses and his funeral cortege extended 
around the civilized earth. game 
There came to him in the last few years 
of an otherwise uneventful life the per 
formance of a greater task than ever be- 
fore fell to the lot of any one man. When | 
he entered upon his duties as President of 
the United States he found a nation pot- 
soned and debauched with the virus of slav- 
ery. The army and navy sympathized with 
Slaveholders represented 
us at the courts of foreign nations. The 
Supreme Court of the United States had 
ruled that “n negro had no rights that a 
white man was bound to respect.” The 
pulpit, North as well as South, defended 
slavery or apologized for it. The press 
was on its abject knees before it. Polite 
society sneered at those who believed in 
the doctrine of Jefferson that all men are 
created equal before the law. There was 
incorporated into the laws and woven into 
the very fabric of national thought the 
doctrine that wherever the banner of the 
Union floated there slavery should pur- 
sue, and the right of white men to live off 
the earnings of black men and subject to 
unlicensed abuse the persons of black 
women should be firmly established. 

That slavery was the creature of local 
law arid existed only by its tolerance was 
a doctrine once accepted, but now needed 
from southern policy. Toombs of Georgia 
boldly claimed the right to call the roll of 
his slaves at the foot of Bunker Hill, and 
& numerous and powerful party in Massa- 
chusetts accepted the claim. . 
. Garrison and Phillips and Sumner and a 
few other lark-like voices for freedom 
were singing through the murk and presag- 
ing the dawn. For four successive Presi- 
dential elections they had failed to arouse 
either the Whig or Democratic party from 
their apathy on the slavery question. 

The South itself set in motion the train 
of events which resulted finally in tho 
death of slavery. The iniquity of the Kan- 
sas-Nebraska bill and the brazen attempts 
of Southern statesmen to force slavery into 
territories from which the Missouri com-

The 
revolution was instantaneous and a mighty 
one, and one-third million Whigs who had 
voted for Harrison in 1840, for Clay In 1844 
and for Scott in 1852, transferred their al- 
legiance almost en masse to the new Re 
publican party and in 1856 voted for Fre- 
mont. The defeat of the Pathfinder was 
the precursor of the new revolution which 
occurred in 1860, when the Republican vote 
was increased from 1,341,264 to 1,861,352, 
and the Buchanan vote of 1,838,169 in 1856, 
decreased to 1,375,157 for Douglas in 1860. 
The North was awakened at last to an 
appreciation of its duties. Out of its long 
sleep it awakened and sprang to its feet 
with the war cry of the revolution on its 
lips. The absolute extirpation of slavery 
did not occur until the issuance of the 
Emancipation Proclamation in January, 
1863. But the life of it went out on that 
November day in 1860 when the Repub- 
lican voters of the North and West declared 
that there should be no further truce with 
oppression. 

The choice of Abraham Lincoln for its 
nominee for President by the Republican 
party in 1860 was one-off those unique and 
startling events which confound caucuses 
and suddenly strip long-time leaders of 
their leadership. Lincoln was less well 
known than Seward or Chase or Cameron. 
Except for his debates“ with Douglas and 
his Cooper Institute speech he may be said 
to have been nationally unknown in 1869. 
He was not a military hero like Scott or 
Taylor. No battlefield coupled the echoes 
of its thunders with his name as a great 
captain. Yet there were ideas of his which 
afterwards victorious armies placed upon 
their bayonet points and carried forward 
to grander fruition than ever prophet fore- 
told or poet dreamed. He had not for 
many years been a member of Congress. 
No national forum had owned a master in 
oratory when this Illinois lawyer spoke. 
Yet there were words of his so fitly and 
grandly spoken that they shine in the sky 
of political literature like fixed stars, while 
the scintillations of revolving planets hav3 
vanished with their trains of splendor into 


space.

From letter to H. L. Pierce, April 6, 1859: 


“The Democracy of today hold the 
liberty of one man to be absolutely 
nothing when in conflict with another 
man’s right of property. This is a 
world of compensation and he who 
would be no slave must consent to have 
no slave. Those who deny freedom to 
others deserve it not for themselves, 
and under a just God, cannot long re- 
tain it.” 

From letter to George Robertson, Au- 
gust 15, 1855: : 

“When we were the political slaves 
of King George and wanted to be free 
we called the maxim that all men are 
created equal a ‘self-evident truth,’ but 
now when we have grown fat and have 
lost all dread of being slaves ourselves 
we have become so greedy to be mas- 
ters that we call the same maxim a 
‘self-evident lie.” The Fourth of July 
has not quite dwindled away; it is still 
a great day—for burning firecrackers.”

God sends a man into the world who is 
the heritage of all time. There are some 
‘RAMes on the roster of the generations that 
never grow old; some lives that are ever- 
lasting. Abraham Lincoln lives. Some 
men belong to their own city. Some to 
their own State. Now and then a man who 
is claimed by his entire country. And 
once in God's own time a man who be- 


to be. Towering above the tallest, when 
he stood in the crowd. All men physically 
“looked up” to him, six feet and four inches 
of stalwart manhood. 
IT have read jn half a score descriptions 
and impressions of him, by Intelligent men, 
cultured mes, educated men, of his “ugli- 
ness.” “He was the ugifest man I ever 
saw,” said Dr. Noyes of Chicago. “He was | 
the homeliest man I ever saw,” said Don 
Piatt of Ohio. “His body seemed to be a 
huge skeleton in clothes. Tall as he was, 
his hands and feet looked out of all propor- 
tion, so long and clumsy they were. He 
had a face that defied artistic skill to soften 
or idealize.” 

And why, in God’s name, should any man 
want “artistic skill” to “soften or idealize” 
Gibraltar? Why should we desire to ter- 
race the Rocky Mountains? 

I saw Lincoln once when I was a boy of 
15, when he made one of his great speeches 
in the Senatorial campaign of 1858, with 
Judge Douglas. It was in my home town 
of Peoria. From the moment he arose to 
speak his face—the face of a prophet, held 
me as with a supernatural charm. The 
face which you see in the old-time portraits, 
which still have the same fascination for 
me, before, to please some over-fastidious 
crities he had covered a portion of it with 
a stiff, wiry, bristly beard. The face which 
the Encyclopedia Britannica, calm, crit- 
ical, judicial, calls “regular and prepossess- 
ing.” Splendid features nobly graven in 
granite. 

It was a “prepossessing” face. Truth 
was graven in its strong lines by the fingers 
of God. Sincerity was written in its fur- 
rows. Honesty shone in every feature. A 
face glorified by the visions of a seer. The 
burden of the years of blood and anguish

contempt for mere personal distinction and 
success, that within two vears after that 
defeat was to make him President of the 
United States. 

There shone in the deep eyes the gleam 
of humor that was to light the darkness of 
nany and many a day of cloud and storm 
in the coming years. When, et Chicago, he 
rose to reply to Judge Douglas, he laid his 
coat on the lap of a well-known citizen, 
“Father Brewster.” . “There, Father Brew- 
ster,” he said, “you hold my overcoat while 
IT stone Stephen.” But already the years 
of earnestness, of agony, of conflicting hop> 
and fears were beginning to settle upon 
the mighty brain, the loving heart, and the 
great soul. “The new pilot,” said Emer- 
son, himself a prophet, “was hurried to the 
helm in a tornado.” 


His Religion. 

“IT don't like to hear cut and dried. ser- 
mons,” was Lincoln’s excuse for giving 
Volk, the sculptor, a long sitting one Sun- 
day morning; “when I hear a man preach, 
I like to see him act as though he were 
fighting bees.” 
Many men have essayed to write of Lin- 
coln’s religion. But most of them have 
merely discussed his “denominationalism.” 
And this has confused the question. For 
while he was deeply, profoundly religious. 
he never belonged to any “denomination.” 
Like all great souls he was much alone 
with God: On his visit to New Orleans, an 
oarsman on a flat boat in 1831, he saw a 
woman, a beautiful mulatto girl, sold at 
auction, like a mule. “He walked away 
from the scene with a feeling of deep abhor- 
rence. He said to his fellow boatman, and 
stenp-brother, John Hanks, “If ever I get 
a chance to hit that institution, John, I'll 
“hit it hard.” 
He got the chance after waiting thirty- 
two years. He was not hurried into it by 
hot-headed abolitionists, nor nagged into it 
one. day earlier by narrow-minded politi- 
- clans. He made a covenant with God. 
Like Habakkuk of old, he said, “I will stand |. 
upon my watch and set me upon the tower, 
and will watch t6 see what he will say to 
me.” And when God said, “Now, Abraham,” 
the great proclamation which had lain in 
his desk for weeks was taken out and 
signed—“Now therefore, I, Abraham Lin- 
coln, President of the United States, order 
and declare that all persons held as slaves 
are and henceforward shall be free.” “When 
the hour comes for dealing with slavery,” 
Lificoln said to Channing, Moncure PD. 
Conway and others who were urging haste, 
“I trust I shall be willing to do my duty, 
though it costs my life. And gentlemen,” 
he added .with a sad and weary smile, 
“lived will be lost.” He got the “chance 
at that institution” and he “‘struck it hard.” 
How hard? Its death blow. Just such a 
blow as the God of Freedom nerved his arm 
to strike. 
Truthfully he said, “I have not willingly 

_ planted a thorn in any man’s bosom.” 
The first meeting between Lincoln and 
Stanton was at Cincinnati, in 1857, where 
he was engaged in a law case connected 
with the McCormick Reaper patent, and 
where he fondly hoped he might be pitted 
in forensic contest against the famous Re- 
verdy Johnson. But Stanton and Harding 
of Philadelphia were also employed on the 
same side, and they relentlessly snubbed 
Lincoln, crowded him out of his rightful 
Place and permitted him no opportunity of 
sayfhg a word. Indeed, Stanton bluntly 
expressed his disgust at having Lincoln fn 
the case at all, and declared in his wratb- 
ful way that if “that giraffe” was permitted 
to appear at all he would throw up his 
brief and leave the case. Four years lator 
he was glad to accept at the hands of “that 
giraffe” a seat in his Cabinet, which res- 
cued him from mediocrity, and gave him a 
place in history as “a member of Lincoln’s 
Cabinet.” | 
It is not an easy thing, even for a very 
large mastiff, without some condescension 
on the part of the taHer animal, to “look 
down” on “a giraffe.”

Intercollegiate athletics at the mini- 
mum and interclass athletics at the

This is what Dr. John Willis Baer, 
president of Occidental College, hopes 
to see. In his addreas to the student 
body at the opening of the new 
semester, Dr. Baer expressed a desire 
to see more interclass athletic ac- 
tivity. He did not discourage inter- 
collegiate contests, but said he hoped 
to see the day when the system would 


be changed. 

“For 400 students to sit In the 
bleachers and watch eleven husky 
young men battle on the gridiron is; 
alright, and I am for it as long as 
it is the custom, but I would like to 
see the system changed,” said Dr. 


WANTS A CHANGE. 

“TIT know ‘it’s the thing. The spirit 
is great for student life, but I would 
like to see some college president 
strong enough to change the the entire 
system.” 

The evils of intercollegiate athietics 
are plainly visible to Dr. Baer, and 
he wants to correct them through the 
introduction of interclass athietics. 
Many. educators feel that for a few

Park College in Missouri and Reed 
College in O both foster inter- 
class sports only and get up a cer- 
amount of enthusiasm, but for- 
mer students of these institutions 
claim that there is not the spirit there 
that is found at an institution where 
intercollegiate athletics are fostered. 
College of the City of New 
York, or New York University, as it 
is better known, allows only inter- 
class athletics, and every male student 
required to take part in some 
branch of athletic work. The results 
are very satisfactory, but many ath- 
letic authorities claim that the institu- 
tion would have a greater influence if 
intercollegiate contests were engaged 
in by the stars of the several thou- 
sand students enrolled.

RACE OF SUPER-MEN. 


Are Expected to Have a Whiter 
Skin than Any Present People and 
Will Reflect Ultra Violet Rays. 
{Indianapolis News:] The race of 
guper-men which eventually may re- 


place present-day humanity on our 
planet, according to some. prophets, 
will have a skin greatly different from 
that of the man of today. lg will be 
much whiter than the skin of any 
present race. 

Prof. Daniel Berthelot, eminent 
French specialist, declares that the 
skin of the human race has urser- 
gone great changes since our primitive 
ancestors. He finds notably that while 
the whitest of modern skins reflect al- 
most all the colors of the spectrum, 
the skins of the more primitive races 
absorb the colors of higher and finer 
vibrations and only reflect the strong- 


For instance, the skins of the prim- 
itive negro races reflected practically 
no colors at all. The red-skinned races 
reflected only the reds at the lower 


yellow races only as far as the yellow 
in its center. The white skins of the 
races of today are able to reflect not 
only the blues, but also the violets 
at the top of the visible spectrum. al- 
though the strength and clearness of 
the refiectiofi varies with each indi- 
vidual skin. 

But no skin hag been found so far 
capable of reflecting the ultra-violet 
rays, which, although present in al- 
most all light, vibrate at a rate too 
high to be visible to the human eye. 
Jt is therefore believed that the past 
evolution of the human skin fore- 
shadows the existence in the distant 
future of an ultra-white race, which, 
in addition to its other capacities, will 
have a skin capable of reflecting the 
invisible ultra-violet rays.

A. L. Sondregger, employed by the 
city at a fee of $50 per day to tell the 
municipal managers what to do to 
save their dooryard fronting on the 
sea, advised that 200 foot jetties be 
built along the Bhore at a distance of 
200 feet apart.

It is still believed 
the jetties will acomplish this, and 
the Abbott Kinney corporation shares 
the belief and has expressed to the 
City Trustees satisfaction that the 
jetty plan has been adop*ed. 
Following the recent floods, which 
caused the canals to overflow and 
cause considerable inconvenience to 
back country residents the City 
Trustees authorized the president to 
appoint a committee to discuss with | 
Los Angeles city and county officials 
the necessity for the organization of 
a drainage district to care for the 
waters which follow the old Ballona 

eek bed in time of excessive rain. 

Many thousand acres drain into the 
Venice canals, the water coming from 
as far east as West Los Angeles and 
Hollywood. “All territory between the 
city and the sea drains into this nat- 
ural outlet into the ocean, and Venice 
is not equal to the emergency. The 
president of the board has named all 
Trustees and the City Engineer to 
serve on the committee and a confer- 
ence will be held at an early day, 

Tentative plans are to float bonds 
in the drainage district and provide 
drains of sufficient size to handle the 
flood by pouring it into the Playa del 
Rey lagoon.

Orange Prospects Animate a Spirit 
of Hope in the Breasts of Ontario 
Growers. 

ONTARIO, Feb. 11.—TBhat the 
orange crop of the Ontario district 
will this year break all former rec- 
ords is the prediction today follow- 
ing the most careful estimates by 
Harry B. Harlow, manager of the 
oO. K. Fruit Exchange, comprising 
eleven packing-houses in this section, 


of independent concerns here. 

The most conservative estimate the 
citrus crop of the Ontario district at 
4500 cars, and many place the figure 
as high as 5000 cars. 

The O. K. Exchange has already 
shipped more than 300 cars of oranges 
and expects to ship something like 
2800 more before the close of the sea- 
son. At the present time about 200 
cars are going East daily from the ex- 
change pack Ing-houses of the South- 
land and of this number ten cars per 
day are from this district. Independ- 
ent concerns in this district estimate 
their output for the year at between 
1500 and 2000 cars. 

The packing-houses are at present 
experiencing the busiest season in 
many years, and hundreds thrown out 
of work by last winter’s frost are again 
given employment. 

While very fair prices for oranges 
are now being received, many On- 
tario ranchers are holding their fruit 
for a later market. Conditions here 
are particularly good for the late mar- 
ket since it has been demonstrated 
time and again that fruit may be kept 
in good condition on the trees in the 
Ontario district longer than in any 
other section, and the prices obtain- 
able after the Florida fruit is mar- 
keted are decidedly attractive. 

The fruit was never in better con- 
dition as to coloring, flavor and gen- 
eral texture than this year, according 
to citrus men. It has not once been 
necessary to smudge on account of 
frost this year in this section and 
orange men generally agree that all 
danger from cold is past.

A BROWN STUDY. 


WONDERING ABOUT PROJECT TO 
CONSTRUCT NEW LINE. 


Ribbons of Steel to Cross Imperial 
Valley from Colorado to San 
Diego, Say Reports—Charts and 
Surveys in Hands of Secretary of 
the Interior. 


With the government interested in 
one and the Spreckelses backing the 
other, two projects to band the 
opultnt waist of the Imperial Valley 
with the steel rails of increasing 
prosperity have come to heads within 
@ week. 

Pretentious and also veiled in some 
mystery is a $50,000,000 project te 
construct an 800-mile line from Grand 
Junction, Col., to San Diego, crossing 
three States and bisecting the Im- 
perial Valley. Vague rumors that 
such a line was projected have 
floated through Western railroad cir- 
cles for a year past, but form and 
substance was given them this week 
when Charles C. Carnahan of Chicago, 
representing a group of western 


capitalists, had a conference in 


Washington with Secretary of the In- 
terior Lane on rights-of-way through 
public lands. 

According to press dispatches, 

y issued instruc- 
tions to facilitate the beginning of 
construction, which means much for 
the new roadfi as a considerable por- 
tion of its right-of-way will be 
throught government lands. 

press dispatches also set forth 
that e was furnished with charts 
and surveys of the proposed road. 
Many railroad officials of the West 
would like to see these, and would 
also like to have inside information 
on the interests behind the proposed 
road. Some affect to believe that the 
Goulds are the backers, but others 
point out that the Goulds are not in 
a financial position at present to do 
any large amount of construction 
work. 

Three surveys for lines to tap 
Southern California from the Grand 
Junction neighborhood are known to 
railroad men. As outlined yesterday 
by General Agent Blair of the freight 
department of the Goulg lines—a man 
who is usually well informed on such 
subjectse—one follows the genera) 
line of the Salt Lake to Searchlight, 
then south across the Imperial Val- 
ley; afiother runs west of south from 
Grand Junction, crosses the Navajo 
reservation, then west by south across 
Arizona and . the Imperial Valley; 
While the third follows the Salt Lake 
into Nevada, crosses the Colorade 
River, and then runs by way of 
Parker into the Imperial Valley. 

All three of these surveys run for 
long distances, two of them a major 
portion of their lengths, over public 
lands, and Lane's backing is of stu- 
Pendous weight in the undertakings. 

The sanction by the State Railroad 
Commission Tuesday of the San Diego 
and Arizona Railway’s proposed issue 
of $10,000,000 of bonds and $3,000,000 
in stock, means the completion of this 
line from Tecate across the Imperial 
Valley. Eventually, it is believed, the 
Toad will build into Yuma. Though 
Southern Pacific domination in the 
road has been repeatedly denied, it is 
of interest that the Spreckels’ ap- 
Plication to the State Railroad Com-
